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DEATH  OF  DR.  A.  D.  MELVIN. 

Dr.  Alonzo  Dorus  ?lelvin,  Chief  of  the  Buretiu  of  Auinial  ludustr.v  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  since  190.5.  (lied  December  7.  1917, 
!it  his  residence  in  Wasltington.  Altliough  suffering  from  a  puhnonar.v  weak- 
ness for  several  years,  Dr.  Melvin  fought  the  affliction  cheerfully  and  heroically 
Jind  was  in  fact  at  his  desk  the  day  before  his  death.  An  imi)eiiding  chill  com- 
pelled him  to  leave  at  that  time,  and  thereafter  his  condition  grew  rapidly 
worse.  On  the  following  evening  he  .'succumbed  from  pulmonary  hemorrhage. 
The  funeral  took  place  at  Washington  December  10. 

Dr.  Melvin  was  born  at  Sterling,  111.,  October  28,  1862.  In  1886  he  graduated 
from  the  Chicago  ^>terinary  College  with  the  degree  of  doctor  of  veterinary 
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surtiery.  His  service  with  tlie  Bureau  of  Anini:il  Industry  dates  back  to  tlie 
year  of  his  graduation,  which  was  almost  coincident  witli  the  organization  of 
the  bureau  in  1884.  His  first  work  was  in  connection  with  the  eradication  of 
plueroimeunioniu  of  cattle.  In  1890  he  was  seat  to  England  and  stationed  at 
Liverpool  to  investigate  and  report  upon  Tarions  phases  of  the  large  export 
trade  in  live  stock  from  the  United  States.  Upon  his  return  in  1892  he  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Federal  meat  inspection  at  Chicago.  In  1895  he  was 
transferred  to  Washington  and  made  Chief  of  the  Inspection  Division,  which 
at  that  time  included  the  meat  inspection,  the  quarantine  work,  the  eradication 
of  contagious  di»!ea«esi  of  animals,  etc.  In  1899  he  was  made  assistant  chief  of 
the  bureau,  and  on  December  1,  1905,  succeeded  the  late  Dr.  D.  E.  Salmon  as 
chief  of  the  bureau. 

The  services  of  Dr.  Melvin  that  perhaps  made  him  best  known  to  the  public 
were  in  connection  with  the  last  two  outbreaks  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in 
1908  and  1914,  both  of  which  were  stamped  out  under  his  energetic  and  effec- 
tive leadership.  His  services  have  also  been  marked  by  the  eradication  of  the 
cattle  fever  tick  from  51  per  cent  of  a  great  extent  of  southern  territory  quar- 
antined in  1906.  In  his  term  of  office  the  present  meat-inspection  law  and  other 
laws  looking  to  the  betterment  of  the  live-stock  industry,  all  of  which  were 
advocated  ijy  him,  were  enacted  by  Congress.  In  addition  to  his  administrative 
duties  he  found  time  to  write  a  number  of  Important  publications  on  meat 
inspection,  foot-aiwl-moutfe  disea'se,  Iwvine  tuberculosis,  and  the  South  American 
meat  industry. 

Outside  of  his  official  position,  Dr.  Melvin  was  prominent  in  veterinary  and 
scientific  organizations.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  American  Veter- 
inary Medical  Association,  of  which  he  was  elected  president  in  1909.  He  was 
an  honorary  associate  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  of  England, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  advisory  board  of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Serviea 

The  offices  which  he  held  came  to  him  because  of  the  recognition  of  his 
eminent  fitness  for  the  duties  by  virtue  of  his  talents,  his  wide  experience,  and 
his  devotion  to  duty.  His  progress  to  the  highest  position  in  the  bureau  was  a 
reward  for  an  unusual  accuracy  and  trustworthiness  and  a  personality  as 
>*trong  and  sincere  as  it  was  gentle.  His  long  and  loyal  service  was  distin- 
guished by  his  courtesy  and  fairness  in  his  official  dealings  and  by  his  uniform 
kindliness  and  equability  in  all  his  personal  relations.  He  was  noted  for  his 
sterling  honesty,  firmness,  and  magnanimous  generosity. 

No  more  fitting  tribute  could  be  paid  the  memory  of  the  late  chief  than  is 
embodied  in  the  resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  his  colleagues  in  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  from  which  the  following  is  quoted : 

By  the  death  of  Dr.  Alonzo  D.  Melvin,  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  suf- 
fered the  loss  of  an  able  administrator  and  the  country  a  loyal,  efficient  public 
officer.  The  remarkable  progress  of  the  bureau  during  his  administration,  its 
achievements  in  the  development  and  safeguarding  of  an  industry  so  vitally 
important  to  the  welfai'e  of  the  Nation  as  the  live-stock  industry,  the  advances 
made  toward  a  more  complete  protection  of  the  public  health  from  the  menaces 
of  communicable  animal  diseases,  and  the  important  results  of  scientific  re- 
search carried  on  under  his  direction,  altogether  form  an  enduring  monument 
to  his  memory  more  impressive  than  any  other  to  those  who  can  see  and 
understand  what  has  been  accomplished  through  his  eiforts.  The  beneficence 
of  his  distinguished  public  service  will  not  cease  with  his  going.  Moreover, 
the  example  of  his  unselfish  devotion  to  his  work  for  the  good  of  humanity 
will  continue  to  serve  as  an  inspiration  to  those  who  remain  to  labor  in  the 
same  field  of  endeavor.  In  a  more  person:il  way  he  will  always  be  affection- 
ately remembered  as  a  large-hearted,  patient  man,  kindly,  considerate,  appre- 
ciative of  the  work  of  his  subordinates,  who  not  only  respected  and  admired 
him  as  their  chief  but  loved  him  as  their  friend. 
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DR.  JOHN  R.  MOHLER  APPOINTED  CHIEF  OF  BUREAU. 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Houston  on  December  10  appointed  Dr.  .John  K. 
Mohler  to  be  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  iu  succession  to  the  late 
Dr.  A.  D.  Melvin.  As  is  well  known,  Dr.  Mohler  has  for  several  years  been 
assistant  chief  of  the  bureau,  and  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  lately 
has  been  acting  chief  owing  to  the  indisposition  of  the  late  chief.

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NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

IMPORTATION  OF  OLEOMARGARIN  INTO  CANADA. 

The  bureau  is  officially  iuformed  of  a  Canadiau  order  in  council  recently 
passed  permitting  the  importation  into  Canada  of  oleomargarin  on  and  after 
December  10.  1917.  Tlie  Canadian  regulations  governing  this  trade  require 
that  no  oleomargarin  may  be  imported'  into  Canada  unless  accompanied  by 
an  official  export  certificate  of  inspection  of  the  country  of  origin.  The  article 
must  remain  in  the  original  package,  which  must  bear  a  description  of  the 
contents,  the  official  inspection  mark  of  the  country  of  origin,  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  manufacturer. 

BRANDING  OF  STERILIZED  SAUSAGE  UNNECESSARY. 

Referring  to  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announeements  of  August, 
1917,  under  the  caption  "  Use,  Preparation,  and  Handling  of  Meats  Passed  for 
Sterilization,"  it  will  not  be  required  that  sausage  put  up  in  oil  or  brine  be 
branded  with  tlie  sterilization  statement,  inasmuch  as  such  marks  would  be 
obliterated  in  the  process  of  canning,  and  would  therefore  serve  no  useful 
purpose.  Furthermore,  the  branding  is  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  existinix 
practice  of  dispensing  the  sausage  direct  from  the  containers  which  are 
required  to  be  properly  labeled  to  show  that  the  product  was  prepared  from 
meat  passed  for  sterilization.

ANIMALS   USED  IN  TESTING  HOG-CHOLERA   VIRUS. 

Calves  used  iu  testing  the  purity  of  hog-cholera  virus  are  required  to  be  held 
under  the  observation  of  a  bureau  employee  for  at  least  seven  days.  Each  calf 
shall  receive  an  intravenous  injection  of  at  least  3  c.  c.  of  the  virus  under  test 
before  the  addition  of  phenol.  Should  foot-and-mouth  disease  appear  within 
the  United  States,  the  test  calves  shall  be  held  for  fifteen  days  or  longer  when 
in  the  judgment  of  the  ins])ector  in  charge  this  is  necessary  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  virus  is  contaminated,  dangeroxis,  or  harmful. 

The  paragraph  under  the  caption  "  Animals  Used  in  Testing  Hog-Cholera 
Virus,"  in  Service  and  Regarlatory  Announcements  for  .Tune,  1917,  page  72,  is 
hereby  modified  as  indicated. 


INFORMATION    REQUIRED    REGARDING    NEW    EMPLOYEES. 

It  is  necessary  at  all  times,  but  more  especially  now.  that  information  in  full 
detail  be  given  iu  all  reconnnendations  for  appointment.  The  following  items 
are  necessary  in  all  instances : 

Name  in  full;  address;  place  of  birth  (if  of  foreign  birtli.  whether  or  not 
naturalized,  and  if  not  naturalized,  just  what  steps  have  been  taken  toward 
that  end)  ;  a  definite  statement  should  be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  the  indi- 
vidual, regardless  of  nationality,  is  known  to  be  loyal  in  every  way  to  the 
United  States  and  entirely  out  of  sympathy  with  our  enemies;  age;  general 
education;  genera!  qualification;  present  state  of  health  and  physical  condi- 
tion :  and  any  further  facts  which  it  is  believed  would  assist  the  appointing 
officer  in  reaching  a  decision. 
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All  the  foregoiiij;-  facts  are  iifcesMary  in  sul>iiiilttiu,;;"  a  ivcoiiimeudatiou  fur 
the  appointment  of  an  individual  where  the  procedui-e  already  has  been  au- 
thorized by  the  bureau.  In  all  cases,  however,  in  which  recommendation  is 
made  for  an  increase  in  the  force  assigned  to  a  certain  class  of  work,  addi- 
tional facts  are  necessary. 

A  full  statement  should  be  made  of  the  duties  to  which  it  is  'desired  to  as- 
sign the  proposed  appointee  or  transferee;  the  necessity  for  such  an  assign- 
ment ;  and  as  fo  whether  the  proposed  assignment  is  temporary  or  permanent, 
and  if  temporary  for  what  period.  Any  other  facts  which  would  assist  in 
reaching  a  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  the  recommendation  should  be  ap- 
proved should  be  given. 

Much  confusion  and  additional  clerical  labor  has  been  caused  recently  by 
names  of  individttals  reconnnended  for  appointment,  temporary  or  otherwise, 
having  been  given  erroneously. 

Extreme  care  should  be  taken  in  forwarding  recommendations  to  see  tliat 
the  name  of  the  proposed  appointee  is  given  exactly  as  it  should  be,  surname 
and  Christian  name  in  full,  with  middle  initials,  if  any.  Then  when  the  indi- 
vidual reports  for  duty  and  suliscribes  to  the  oath  of  office,  careful  note  should 
be  made  that  he  signs  his  oath  in  similar  manner.  Many  corrections  already 
have  had  to  be  made  in  the  various  records  of  this  bureau,  tlie  Secretary's 
office,  and  the  office  of  the  appointment  clerk,  and  many  appointments  re- 
voked and  remade,  which  easily  could  have  been  avoided  had  the  name  of 
the  appointee  been  given  correctly  in  the  original  recommendation. 


RECENT  LAWS  AFFECTING  DEPARTMENT  EMPLOYEES. 

The  attention  of  officials  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  invited  to  the  following  provisions  of  a  general  nature  which  are  included 
in  the  several  acts  recently  enacted  by  Congre.'?s : 

COUNTERFEITING  GOVERNMENT  SEAL. 

"  Whoever  shall  fraudulently  or  wronjifully  affix  or  impress  the  seal  of  any 
executive  department,  or  of  any  bureau,  commission,  or  office  of  the  United 
States,  to  or  upon  any  certificate,  instrument,  commission,  document,  or  paper 
of  any  description;  or  whoever,  with  knowledge  of  its  fraudulent  character, 
shall  with  wrongful  or  fraudulent  intent  use,  buy.  procure,  sell,  or  transfer 
to  another  any  such  certificate,  instrument,  commission,  document,  or  paper, 
to  which  or  upon  which  said  .seal  has  been  so  fraudulently  aflixed  or  impressed, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years, 
or  both. 

"  Whoever  shall  falsely  make,  forge,  counterfeit,  mutilate,  or  alter,  or 
cause  or  procure  to  be  made,  forged,  counterfeited,  mutilated,  or  altered  or 
shall  willingly  assist  in  falsely  making,  forging,  counterfeiting,  mutilating,  or 
altering  the  seal  of  any  executive  department,  or  any  bureau,  commission,  or 
oflice  of  the  United  States,  or  whoever  shall  knowingly  use,  affix,  or  impress 
any  such  fratidulently  made,  forged,  counterfeited,  mutilated,  or  altered  seal 
to  or  upon  any  certificate,  instrument,  commission,  document,  or  paper  of 
any  description,  or  whoever  with  wrongful  or  fraudulent  intent  shall  have 
possession  of  any  such  falsely  made,  forged,  counterfeited,  mutilated,  or 
altered  seal,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  so  falsely  made,  forged,  counter- 
feited, mutilated,  or  altered  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  .$5,000  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  10  years,  or  both," 
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INCOME  TAX. 

The  attention  of  all  employees  of  the  department  is  directed  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  relating  to  incomes,  as  all  incomes  in  excess  of  $1,000  per 
auniuu,  subject  to  certain  exemptions,  will  be  taxed  for  the  entire  calendar 
year  1917.  Tlie  disbursing  clerk  and  fiscal  agents  of  the  department  will  no 
longer  withhold  the  amount  of  tax,  as  this  act  requires  that  returns  he  made 
by  tlie  employees  concerned  directly  to  the  nearest  collector  of  internal  revenue 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  March,  1918,  and  annually  thereafter. 

FACILITIES  FURNISHED  BY  PUBLIC  UTILITIES. 

While  section  500  of  the  act  t*>  provide  revenue  to  defray  war  expenses  and 
for  other  purposes,  approved  Octobei"  3,  1917,  Public  No.  50.  imposes  a  tax 
on  freight  and  express  shipments,  railroad  fares,  amounts  paid  for  se*ats. 
berths,  and  staterooms  in  parlor  cars,  sleeping  cars,  and  vessels,  and  on 
telegraph,  telephone,  or  radio  dispatches,  messages,  or  conversations,  section 
502  specifically  provides  that  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  under  section  500  upon 
any  payment  received  for  services  rendered  to  the  United  States,  or  anj- 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia. 

BONDS.  INDEMNITY  AND  SUHETY. 

"Bonds  for  indemnifying  any  person,  corporation,  partnership,  or  corpora- 
tion who  shall  have  become  bound  or  engaged  as  surety,  and  all  bonds  for 
the  due  execution  or  performance  of  any  contract,  obligation,  or  requirement, 
or  the  duties  of  any  office  or  position,  and  to  account  for  money  received  by 
virtue  thereof,  and  all  other  honds  of  any  description,  except  such  as  may 
be  required  in  legal  proceedings,  not  otherwi.se  provided  for  in  this  schedule, 
60  cents :  Provided,  That  where  a  premium  is  charged  for  the  execution  of 
guch  bond  the  tax  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  on  each  dollar 
or  fractional  part  thereof  of  the  premium  charged:  Provided  further,  That 
policies  of  reinsurance  shall  be  exempt  from  the  tax  imposed  by  this  sub- 
division." 

POSTAL   RATES. 

"That  the  rate  of  postage  on  all  mail  matter  of  the  first  class,  except  postal 
cards,  shall  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  be.  in  addition  to  the 
existing  rate,  one  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof :  Provided,  That 
the  rate  of  postage  on  drop  letters  of  the  first  class  shall  be  two  cents  an 
©unee  or  fraction  thereof.  Postal  cards  and  private  mailing  or  post  cards 
when  complying  with  tlie  requirements  of  existing  law,  .shall  be  transmitted 
through  the  mails  at  one  cent  each  in  addition  to  the  existing  rate. 

"  That  letters  written  and  mailed  by  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  assigneil 
to  duty  in  a  foreign  country  engaged  in  the  present  war  may  be  mailed  free 
of  postage,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Postmaster  General." 

XRANSFER   OF    EMPLOYEES   FROM   EXECUTIVE   DEPARTMENTS   TO    INDEPENDENT 
ESTABLISHMENTS  AND  VICE  VERSA  PROHIBITED. 

"  That  section  five  of  the  act  of  June  22.  1906,  prohibiting  the  ti-ansfer  of 
employees  from  one  executive  department  to  another,  sliall  apply  with  equal 
jEorce  and  effect  to  the  transfer  of  employees  from  executive  depaitments  to 
independent   establishments  and  vice  versa  and  to  the  transfer  of  employees 
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fioiji  one  iudei)endeut  establlsluueut  to  another:  ProrifJed,  That  the  United 
States  Shipping  Board  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  shall  be  considered  a 
Government  establishment  for  the  purposes  of  this  section." 

TRANSFER  OF  EMPLOYEES   FROM   ONE   DEPARTMENT   TO   ANOTHER  AT   AN 
INCREASED  RATE  OF  COMPENSATION  PROHIBITED. 

"That  no  civil  employee  in  any  of  the  executive  departments  or  other  Gov- 
ermiient  establishiueuts,  or  who  has  been  employed  tlierein  within  tlie  i>eriod  of 
one  year  next  preceding  liis  proposed  employment  in  any  other  executive  de- 
partment or  other  Government  establishment,  shall  be  employed  hereafter 
and  paid  from  a  lump-sum  appropriation  in  any  other  executive  department 
or  other  Government  establishment  at  an  increased  rate  of  comijeusation. 
And  no  civil  employee  in  any  of  the  executive  departments  or  other  Gov- 
ernment establishments  or  who  has  been  employed  therein  within  the  period 
of  one  year  next  preceding  his  proposed  employment  in  any  other  executive 
department  or  other  Government  astablishment  and  who  may  be  employed  in 
another  executive  department  or  other  Government  establishment  shall  be 
granted  an  increase  in  compensation  within  the  period  of  one  year  following 
such  reemployment :  Provided,  That  the  United  States  Shipping  lioai-d  Emer- 
gency Fleet  Corporation  shall  be  considered  a  Goverrmient  establishment  for 
the  purpose  of  this  section :  Provided  further,  That  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  repeal  section  five  of  the  act  of  June  22.  1906,  which  prohibits  the 
transfer  of  employees  from  one  department  to  another." 


REPORTING  INJURIES  TO  EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  new  forms  have  been  issued  by  the  United  States  Employees' 
Compensation  Commission  for  use  in  connection  Avitli  injuries  to  employees 
incurred  while  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties : 

C.  A.  1,  Notice  of  injury. 

C.  A.  2,  Report  of  Injury. 

C.  A.  3,  Report  of  termination  of  total  or  partial  disability. 

C.  A.  4,  Claim  for  compensation  on  account  of  Injury. 

C.  A.  5,  Claim  for  compensation  on  account  of  death. 

In  reporting  injuries  of  employees,  these  forms  will  supersede  all  previous 
forms,  and  when  duly  executed  should  be  transmitted  by  the  inspector  in 
charge  direct  to  the  United  States  Employees'  Compensation  Commission, 
Washington,  D.  C.  They  should  not  be  made  out  in  duplicate.  A  supply  of 
the  forms  should  be  requested  by  inspectors  in  charge  with  their  next  requisi- 
tion. The  last  two  forms  mentioned  will  be  required  only  in  few  instances. 
As  the  bureau  has  only  a  very  limited  supply  of  the  forms  on  hand,  requisi- 
tions for  them  should  be  confined  to  the  smallest  number  necessai-y  for  the 
use  of  the  station. 


NEW  FISCAL  REGULATIONS. 

A  new  edition  of  the  fiscal  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  effective  December  1,  1917,  is  now  ready  for  distribution.  Chiefs 
of  «livisions  and  oflices.  insi>ecotrs  in  charge,  and  all  employees  performing 
travel  duty  will  be  supplied  with  copies  of  these  regulations  upon  requisition 
on  form  P-1.
